The charge that the town is tending 
towards extravagance in the administration 
of its aflairs has no warrant in fact or 
experience. The tax-rate can not measure 
the condition of extravagance, nor the size 
of its expenditures measure extravagances. 
Extravagance is a relative term and involves 
the relation between the idea of utility against 
the ideas of superfluity, uselessness, and dis- 
play. Communities, like individuals, have 
various standards of living according to 
their ability to pay. Andover’s standard of 
public service is determined by its expendi- 
tures from year to year. The town cannot 
appropriate less then the fixed charges 
incurred in its administration. 

Andover’s increasing public expenditures 
have, at least, three unavoidable causes, viz.: 
(1)The increased cost of procuring services 
and supplies; which are over 100% above 
1915 prices; (2) the demand for a higher 
standard of public service in all departments; 
(3) the increased demand for public service 
which follows development and changing 
conditions. The increasing use of the 
automobile and truck demands heavier roads 
and the removal of snow. Snow is becoming 
a problem today. 

n closing I will quote Prof. R. T. Ely from 
his “Outline of Economies.” ‘No Country 
was ever yet ruined by large expenditures of 
money by the public and for the public. 
The wise citizen judges any particular 
administration, not chiefly by the amount 
of expenditures, but by the results of public 
expenditures, appreciating full well that in- 
creasing public expenditures are a normal 
condition in a sound and healthy society.”

Far-Sighted Planning 

At the annual town meeting which is 
hardly three weeks away, the citizens 
of Andover will be asked to vote the 
sum of $150,000 to be used, in connec- 
tion with sums given to the town by the 
American Woolen Company and others, 
for the construction of a pipe line sewer 
from the filter beds in Shawsheen 
Village to the Merrimack river. There 
is little doubt as to the reception of this 
article. It should be passed without 
hesitation. 

The first question of the construction 
of a sewer to the Merrimack river was 
broached some twenty-five years ago, 
but at that time, the need for such a 
method of disposal was not over 
pressing, and the town saw fit to adopt 
the temporary method of sand filter 
beds now in use. 

Again in 1913, the question of some 
change in the method of disposal was 
brought up by the State Board of 
Health, but the conditions at the time, 
followed by the activity occasioned by 
the war, resulted ina postponement of 
any definite action. The history of the 
present plan dates back to the town 
meeting of two years ago, when the 
Board of Public Works of the town 
asked for an appropriation of $40,000 
for the extension of the present system 
of filter beds, an extension made 
necessary by the growth of the town, 
and demanded by the State Board of 
Health. 

It was felt at the time, that such an 
action would bring only temporary 
relief, and the meeting instructed the 
Board to investigate the possibility of a 
more permanent method of sewage 
disposal and report back to the town at 
the next annual meeting. A plan was 
carefully prepared by John Franklin, 
acting as an advisory engineer to the 
town, a plan which provided for the 
construction of a pipe line to the 
Merrimack river, which was estimated 
to ‘cost about $200,000, and which 
would give adequate service to the town 
for many years to come. 

When that plan was submitted to the 
State Board of Health; the opinion was 
expressed that some more effective way 
might be found to solve the prob- 
lem, without going to the Merrimack 
river, and the Board suggested that 
the problem be investigated further 
with this end in view, meanwhile 
recommending that some action to 
provide adequate disposal be taken 
at the earliest possible moment. 


The problem was turned over to the 
firm of Weston and Sampson of Boston, 
who after investigating it from all 
sides, and discussing a total of six 
different plans, turned in a recommen- 
dation almost identical with Mr. Frank- 
lin’s plan of a year ago as the most 
feasible and the least expensive plan 
which could be adopted. This plan has 
been accepted by the State Board, and 
the appropriation called for in the 
warrant presumes the adoption of the 
plan as recommended. 

With the expenditure of $50,000 for 
the extension of the present filter bed 
system, and the» making of certain 
changes in the line from the pumps in 
Shawsheen to the beds, it would be 
possible for a very short time to care 
for the sewage in a way which would 
meet the approval of the State Board of 
Health. Two difficulties make such a 
plan very ill-advised. The only avail- 
able land for such an extension of the 
present system is in South I awrence, 
and the probability of using such land 
is practically nil. Further, such a 
scheme could.be, at best, nothing more 
than temporary. Changing conditions 
in the town would necessitate the 
abolishment of the beds long before 
they had given sufficient service to pay 
for the investment, granting even the 
possibility of securing the necessary 
land. 

The present plan provides for a 
gravity disposal of that sewage which 
flows from the upper parts of the 
town to the present filter beds. Sew- 
age from the lower portions of the 
town, at present being cared for by the 
pumps installed in Shawsheen by the 
American Woolen company, will be 
pumped by the same equipment to a 
sufficient height to allow its flow by 
gravity through the rest of the line. 
The system as planned has a capacity 
of 9,000,000 gallons each twenty-four 
hours, more by many times than is 
needed at present, but planned in that 
way at this time because of the com- 
paratively small cost of increased 
capacity, 

There should be little or no necessity 
for a discussion of the article at the 
meeting. The present plan, when 
adopted, will result in the solving of 
one of the town’s most important pub- 
lic service problems for many years to 
come, a problem which has_ been 
worked out with the one idea in mind of 
providing a satisfactory system at the 
lowest cost possible under the condi- 
tions.

Mrs. Matthew S. McCurdy was appointed 
a member of the executive committee in 
place of Mrs. Abbott Erving who has been 
obliged to resign because of illness in the 
family, and Mrs. John Henderson was ap- 
pointed chairman of the good of the aux- 
iliary committee in place of Mrs. Josephine 
Doherty. 

The offer of Mr. Baldwin to give a dem- 
onstration of aluminum ware before mem- 
bers of the auxiliary was accepted, but no 
date has as yet been set for the demonstra- 
tion.

railroad corporation except at such time and 
in such manner as it may agree upon with 
such corporation, or, in case of failure so to 
agree, as may be approved by the depart- 
ment of public utilities. Said town shall 
leave any way so dug up in the city of Law- 
rence in a condition satisfactory to the city 
engineer of said city. 

SEcTION 2. No act shall be done under 
authority of the preceding section until plans 
of said outfall sewer with an outlet into the 
Merrimack river shall have been approved 
by the department of public health of the 
commonwealth. 

Section 3. Any person injured in his 
property by any action of said town under 
this act may recover damages from said town 
under said chapter seventy-nine. 

Section 4. For the purpose of paying 
the necessary expenses and liabilities incurred 
under this act, said town may from time to 
time borrow such sums as may be necessary 
not exceeding, in the aggregate, one hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars, and may issue 
bonds or notes therefor, which shall bear 


on their face the words “Andover Sewer 
Loan, Act of 1923.” Each authorized issue 
shall constitute a separate loan. Indebted- 
ness under this act shall be in excess of the 
statutory limit, but shall, except as provided 
herein, be subject to chapter forty-four of 
the General Laws. 

Section 5. Thisact shall take effect upon 
its passage, but no expenditure shall be made 
and no liability incurred thereunder unless 
said act shall first be accepted by vote of two 
thirds of the legal voters of the town of 
Andover present and voting thereon at a 
legal meeting called for that purpose within 
three years from the date of its passage.

FREDERICK BENNETT WRIGHT 


Frederick Bennett Wright, the only son of 
the late George Frederick Wright, who for 
ten years was pastor of the Free Christian 
Church (1872-1881), died December 12, 1922, 
at the Walter Reed Hospital, Washington, 
D. C., after a brief illness of pneumonia, 
leaving a wife, five children, three sisters, and 
a wide circle of friends to mourn the loss of 


his companionship and love. 
Mr. Wright was born in the parsonage 
adjoining the old Free Christian Church on 


November 4, 1873. He attended the public 
schools of the town until the removal of the 
family to Oberlin, Ohio, in 1881, when his 
father became Professor of the New Testa- 
ment Language and Literature in Oberlin 
College, from which he had been graduated 
in 1859. In due course of time (1897) the son 
was graduated from the same institution. 
After his freshman year he accompanied his 
father ona scientific expedition to Greenland 
the details of which may be read in his 
father’s ‘‘Greenland Icefields, and Life in the 
North Atlantic.” In 1900 he gave up his 
postgraduate work in Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity to accompany his father around the 
world. The assistance he rendered on this 
remarkable trip, and later in the publication 
of a two-volume work entitled “Asiatic 
Russia,” was valuable. Some of the material 
he collected was utilized in “The Records of 
the Past,” of which he was managing editor 
for several years after his return, and in the 
illustrated lectures he gave, with great ac- 
ceptance, in various parts of the country. 
Some of the readers of The Townsman doubt- 
less heard the lecture he gave in the Stone 
Chapel, in November, 1911, on “ Russia and 
her Asiatic Possessions.” When the United 
States entered the Great War he enlisted for 
Y.M.C.A. work, serving a little less than a 
year at Camp ee eek Virginia, when he 
was transferred to the Walter Reed Hospital, 
with which he was connected for the last four 
years of his life. Corps men from this hospi- 
tal were the active pall bearers at the burial, 
which was from his home in Kensington, Md., 
a suburb of Washington. 

The “Oberlin Alumni Magazine’ for 
January, 1923, well says of him: “Mr. 
Wright was always very popular with hi 
classmates. He had a winning disposition 
and a quaint sense of humor which made 
him a universal favorite. Gentle and 
thoughtful, he will be greatly missed by a 


large circle of friends.”

Days of Year. 
The Aztec calendar consisted of a 
year of 18 months of 20 days each, 
and a closing period of five days, into 
which it was believed all the bad luck 
of the year was crowded. No one 
started upon a journey during these 
five days, for fear some misfortune 
would befall him; no woodcutter ven- 
tured into the forest to hew wood 
during this period, lest wild beasts 
should devour him; the houses were 
left unswept; the housewives made 
no pottery vessels; children so- un- 
fortunate as to be born on oné of 
these five days were by that very fact 
predestined to misfortune for the rest 
of their lives. 
The next, and among the Aztecs 
the only time period higher than the 
year, was the xihuitlmolpia, or cycle 
of 62 years. It was held that at the 
close of one of these periods would 
some day come the destruction of 
the world. 
On the last nolght of the xthuiti 
molpia fires were extinguished on 
the hearths, and the inhabitants of 
Tenochtitlah (City of Mexico) moved 
out of the city and took up positions 
on the surrounding hills, waiting 
feverishly either for the destruction 
of the world or, in the event of sun- 
rise, the dawn of another xihuitimol- 
pia.

GOT IDEA FOR CASH REGISTER 


Original Maker of Machines Copled 
Device From Automatic Indicator 
Used on Ocean Vessels. 

The invention of the cash register 
was due to one of those happy ac. 
cidents of which only the alert mind 
takes advantage. A business man 
of Dayton, Ohio, named Jacob Ritty, 
had a store in a good location in that 
city, and it attracted many custom- 
ers, yet somehow it was not profit- 
able. He worried so much about 
his lack of success that a vacation 
became necessary, and he decided to 
take a trip to Europe. While on the 
voyage, Mr. Ritty one day visited the 
ship’s engine room. His attention was 
caught by the automatic indicator 
which recorded the revolutions of the 
propeller shaft. The idea occurred 
to him: Why not devise a machine 
to record the sales in a store? Hence 
the cash register. 

At the time of this invention John 
H. Patterson owhed a retail shop fn 
a small mining town near Dayton. He 
tried two of the machines--then of a 
rather crude type—and was 80 pleased 
with the results that be realized the 
opportunities they offered. He bought 
out the company that was making 
them, and became its president. 


Lopez Real Discoverer. 
Francisco Lopez, the discoverer of 


gold in California, died in poverty, 
and the place of his burial is un- 
known. Marshall who accidentally 


discovered gold in the mflil race at 
Sutter’s Ford six years afterward, was 
given $3,000 a year by the state and 
a monument of brass was erected to 
his memory. Sutter, who had nothing 
to do with the discovery, and did not 
own the land upon which his mill 
stood, also was given a pension. Lopez 
immediately reported his discovery to 
his employers. Sutter and Marshall 
kept the discovery a secret until they 
had taken possession of large tracts 
of land, for which they gave the In- 
dians almost nothing. Both Sutter 
and Marshall knew that thelr clains 
us first discoverers of gold were false. 
They were adventurers, and were at 
San l’ernando in 1846 during one of 
the Mexican revolutions, and had 
henrd of the gold fields in the San 
Fernando district. 


To S:cure Clouds on Negative. 


Amateur |hotographers are delight- 
ed to find, sometimes, that they have 
natural clouds upon their negatives, 
vnd they imagine that these have oc- 
curred by a licky chance. Really the 


result is a pioof that they have made 
a correct exposure, 

In osder to secure clouds on the 
negative, if Is 1ecessary to remember 
en old rule—-“Expose for the shadows, 
und the high-lights will take care of 
themselves.” In other words, one must 
look for the darkest part of the pic- 
ture, and give that part sufficient ex- 
posure. Usually, clouds are lost be- 
cause the sky, being bright, is much 
more exposed than other parts of the 
picture. On development the image 
hecomes dense there before the dark- 
er parts are strong enough. Hence 
the sky will not print,

This system will furnish the best of ventila- 
tion and during most of the year sufficient 
radiation. It ~ be decmed wise in ad- 
dition, to equip the building with a sup e- 
mentary direct system of heating which may 
be used in very cold weather. The boiler 
room, corridors, stair-ways, toilets, and 
supply rooms are all planned so as to meet 
the requirements of eon school building, 
if in the future further extension is necessary.

This shows the total increased ditures 
of the Village for the four years ( 1919-1022) 
to be $71,595.00 which is $14,030.19 less than 
the receipts for the same period. In other 
words Shawsheen Village, from the beginning 
of its development through 1922, has been 
more than self-supporting. 

The tax in 1923 may be estimated to be 
the same as 1922, $54,617.70 plus the income 
on new property to be taxed, with an esti- 
mated valuation of $1,500,000. at $28 per 
thousand, amounting to $42,000.00 or a total 
of $96,617.70. If the normal tax of 1918, 
$4,517.42, is subtracted there remains the 
extra tax amounting to $92,100.28 due to the 
development. This may be incweaaay by ts 
State tax which is estimated at $6,000.00 
making a total increase for 1923 above the 
normal tax of 1918 of $98,100.28.

During the year 1923 none of the sewer or 
school bonds would be redeemed, conse- 
uently we have a total expenditure due to 
the development of Shawsheen Village of

bonded indebtedness of the town, which will 
be $55,500.00 and still leave a balance to be 
turned into the town treasury of $11,335.28.

NONE CAN EXPLAIN “AURORA” 


Northern Lights Said to Be Due to 
Passage of Electricity Through 
the Air. 


The aurora boreulis (or northern 
lights) is occasionally seen in the 
north temperate zyne and frequently 
in the polar regions. It is said to be 
due to the passage of electricity 
through the rarefied air of the arctic 
zone, The name “aurora borealis” 
was first used by Cussendi, who, in 
1621, observed one in France, and 
wrote a description of it. The “au- 
rora” is periodic in its manifestations, 
the finest displays being at intervals 
of 60 years, and less marked ones at 
intervals of 10 or 11 years. It is 
also asserted that these greater and 
lesser displays correspond with the 
increase and decrease of spots on the 
sun. The phenomenon is generally 
manifested in the following way: A 
dim light appears on the _ horizon 
shortly after twilight, and gradually 
assumes the shape of an arch, having 
a pale yellow color, with its concave 
side turned earthward. From this 
arch streams of light shoot forth, 
passing from yellow to green and then 
to brilliant violet. The name aurora 
australis (or southern lights) is ap- 
plied to a similar phenomenon visible 
In the vicinity of the South pole. 


When Joking Is Dangerous, 

Husbands should be careful how 
they spring jokes at the table. And 
wives should be alert on guard against 
the consequences of a _ surprise 
that amounts to a shock in certain 
cases—such as that at New York re- 
cently, for instance. 

Men who toss off jokes at the table 
and cause their wives to laugh so sud- 
denly that they pull a piece of meat 
into the trachea and choke to death 
have a grave responsibility. Of course, 
the habitual joker who gets a fresh 
stock every week runs no such risks. 
His wife is immune to laughter at his 
“funny cracks,” and stands in no dan- 
ger. 

But fellows who are pleasant only 
once in a long time, and who “pull a 
joke” perhaps twice in a lifetime, 
should time their efforts so that their 
wives have not a mouthful of meat 
handy to pull into their windpipes. For 
that is not what windpipes are for, and 
they resent intrusion of solids.—Ex- 
change. 


MILL DEVELOPMENT 


Continued Expansion Includes New 
Mill No. 2 Storage Warehouse 
and Dyehouse 


The Shawsheen Mills continues to expand 
their large new textile plant and now have 
nearing completion, a weaving mill of ap- 
proximately the same size as the original 
unit, a warehouse, and a dyehouse. This 
group of buildings is all served from a Central 
power and heating plant, built with ample 
capacity at the same time as the first mill 
unit. Necessitating as they have the plan- 
ning and construction of an entirely new 
village they form one of the most interesting 
and important industrial developments in 
recent years. 

These handsome buildings are situated on 
high ground, overlooking and surrounded by 
this very modern community. The first mill 
unit, built of flat slab type reinforced con- 
crete, with red tapestry brick exterior cur- 
tain walls, is 497 feet by 123 feet for the main 
body of the mill, with an ell 71 feet by 51 
feet connecting it with Mill No. 2. 

The new mill No. 2 now nearing completion 
and which is to be used for weaving, consists 
of five stories and basement, 423 feet by 129 
feet, with an ell 58 feet long joining the ell of 
mill No. 1. These two mills together form a 
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gigantic U-shaped structure, the two legs of 
the U being the manufacturing units, and 
the base acting as a general office and 
service building for both units. This 
arrangement gives ample light on all sides 
and accessible approaches. The base of the 
U is nearly parallel with the Boston and 
Maine railroad, has a shipping platform 
covered by a canopy, and is served by a 
railroad siding. 

Further along this siding is located the 
new warehouse, a ten-story and basement 
reinforced concrete building with tapestry 
brick curtain walls, trapezoidal in shape, the 
base 200 feet, the legs 120 feet and 156 feet 
respectively. The long side of the trape- 
zoid parallel to the Boston and Maine rail. 
road is served by the railroad siding. This 
siding for the entire length of the buildi 
is enclosed in a brick and steel shed lighted 
by an overhead skylight, and enclosed at 
each end by steel rolling shutter doors 
facilitating the loading and unloading of cars 
in inclement weather. 

Situated in the rear and parallel to the 200. 
foot sideof the new storehouse is the dye 
house, 273 feet by 144 feet, constructed with 
concrete exterior columns, tapestry brick 
curtain walls, steel trusses, and wood roof, 
This dyehouse is connected with the new 
weaving mill by a covered passageway. A 
concrete pipe tunnel connects all buildings 
so that they may be served from the present 
power plant.

The out- 
flow is not into any open sea, but into 
a lake surrounded entirely by moun- 
tains and exhausted only by evapora- 
tion or soaking of the water into its 
bleak and desolate shores, This lake 
's so charged with various Salts that 
to sink in its waters is impossible, 
while bathing severely tests the com- 
plexion. Most remarkable of all is 
the fact that the lake, supposed to con- 
tain the ruins of Sodom, Gomorrha and 
other cities of the plain, ig situated 1,- 
800 feet or thereabouts below the level 
of the sea. Nowhere, not in the Grand 
canyon itself, is there a phenomenon
